Bipartisan Effort Launched in Congre ss 


Push Starts to Protect Workers Under Private Pension Plans 


By JOE HALL 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A bi- 


partisan 
drive 
has 
been 


launched in Congress to come to 
grips finally with the problem of 
guaranteeing the rights of mil- 
lions of workers covered by pri- 
vate pension plans. " 


These plans have proliferated 


in the last 25 years but Congress 
has learned that millions of em- 
ployes who think they have cov- 
erage never draw any benefits. 


Sometimes this happens be- 


cause of fraud. But in most 
cases the worker, particularly if 
he changes Jobs, finds that he 
does not meet the strict rules 
governing the 
pension pay- 


ments. 


George P. Shultz, first secre- 


tary of labor in the Nixon Cabi- 


net, estimated that one-third of 
the workers now covered will 
never receive a pension. 


Former President Lyndon B. 


Johnson recommended legisla- 
tion seeking to deal with" the 
problem and President Nixon 
submitted a bill to the last Con- 
gress. Many members of Con- 
"gress have advanced their own 
measures. 


Complex Solution 


But solutions are highly com- 


plex 
and 
the 
committees 


charged with responsibility in 
the field never have felt they 
had adequate information to 
draft effective remedial legisla- 
tion. 


Last March, however, the 


Senate Labor subcommittee ob- 
tained special funds to make a 


detailed 
study. 
Experts 
in 


charge expect soon to have the 
most complete and accurate 
picture of the private pension 
field.ever drawn. 


As a result, Sen. Harrison A. 


Williams Jr., D-N.J., the sub- 
committee chairman and now 
head of the full Labor Commit- 
tee as well, said he is hopeful a 
bill can clear Congress in the 
next two years. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New 


York, senior Republican on the 
committee, already has intro- 
duced a bill on the subject, al- 
though he said he does not re- 
gard it as the last word. 


"For years interest has been 


building in .this problem," he 
commented. "I have every rea- 


" son to believe that this year—or 


at least this Congress—will fi- 
nally see comprehensive action 
in this field." 


As evidence of the lack of 


accurate knowledge, estimates 
on the dimensions of the prob- 
lem vary widely. 


For example, estimates of as- 


sets of private pension plans run 
from $100 billion to §240 billion. 
Estimates as to the number of 
workers covered range from 28 
million to 40 million; the latter 
would be about half of the work 
force. 


There are no firm figures, ei- 


ther, on the numbers of em-. 
ployes who have participated-in 
plans without getting any bene- 
fits. 


The Senate subcommittee sent 


34-page questionnaires last year 


to companies with the 100 larg- 
est plans, and to 1,500 other con- 
cerns selected at random. An 
estimated 30,000 pension plans 
are in existence. 


Experts see three major prob- 


lems: 


—Vesting of rights so that in- 


dividual workers will retain at 
least some benefits even if they 
do not work to full retirement 
age or meet other conditions. 


—Portability of rights so that 


an employe can move between 
companies. and still retain his 
.eligibility for payments.. 


.Guard Against Frand 


—Establishing fiduciary re- 


sponsibility, for operators of 
plans 10 guard against fraud 
and try to assure that pledges 
to the employes will be carried 


out

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Alternative to Parochial Subsidies 


Members of both parties in the state 


House of Representatives have come up 
\vsth an alternative plan to that of the 
state providing subsidies to parents of 
children in parochial or private 
elementary and secondary schools. 


Reps Donald Helgeson of Manitowoc 


and Harold Froehhch of Appleton are 
the authors of a Republican bill on the 
subject, and Rep. Raymond Tobiasz of 
Milwaukee lias authored an identical 
Democratic \crsion. The bills would 
redistribute state school aids in such a 
•way as to credit localities for their total 
school enrollments, both public and 
private. 


The effect of the legislation would be 


to increase state school aids to districts 
having a sizeable enrollment in 
parochial schools, and thus to reduce 
the property tax burden in those com- 
munities for the support of public 
education. 


The objective of the authors is to head 


off what is bound to be a bitter and 
controversial debate over the subsidy 
plan v.hen and if it comes up for 
legislative consideration. But the 
campaign of Citizens for Educational 
Freedom came very close to succeeding 
in the last legislature and CEF is almost 
certain to push even harder for enact- 
ment of subsidies at this session. 


Redistribution of state aids to credit 


total school enrollment does not really 
meet the problem of the financial plight 
of private schools. Taxpayers who are 
the parents of children attending public 
schools would benefit to the same extent 
as the parents of students in private 
schools. 


The benefit to the private schools 


themselves would also be indirect at 
best. Conceivably, if parents" tax load 
was somewhat relieved thereby., they 
could afford to pay more in tuition. 


But we wonder what might be the 


practical result of higher state aids to 
districts having large enrollments in 
private schools. It is conceivable that 
larger state aids might be absorbed by 
increased costs of operation, higher 
teacher salaries for example, rather 
than being passed on to taxpayers. And 
if the public schools thereby were better 
able to raise teacher salaries, the 
financial bind on private schools to 
compete with those salary levels would 
be increased. 


It appears that the basic question of 


whether the state should subsidize the 
private education of students in 
elementary and secondary schools, as it 
does now at the college level, will be 
faced and met in this session of the 
legislature. And it is time for a decision 
in the matter, for there is no question 
that the future of private education is at 
stake. 


Boat Tax for Recreation 


lYhen it was suggested here recently 


that the diversion of receipts from the 
state highway tax fund for the support of 
county air pollution control programs 
would be improper and unfair, we did 
not intend to convey the conviction that 
the management of that substantial flow 
of public money to Madison is 
necessarily sacrosanct. 


The state Department of Natural 


^Resources with the backing of its 
Council on Environmental Advisors has 
now offered another plan for such 
"diversion." as the highway interests 
are likely to describe it. that illustrates 
the matter nicely. 


The idea of using highway fund 


receipts paid in by highway users to 
support air pollution programs is based 
on the faulty assumption that the motor 
vehicle driver can control the emissions 
from his engine into the atmosphere. 
Demonstrably. he cannot. If the internal 
combustion engine is to be controlled 
with respect to environmental damage, 
it must be by the force of law. and almost 
surely, national law. Such emissions 
won't be reduced merely because there 
are county air pollution commissions 
drawing their budgets from motor fuel 
taxes paid. 


But the DXR plan is to finance a 


program of lake and stream im- 
provement, navigation development, 
water safety education, waterway 
markers, boat shelters, launching and 
dock facilities, access to public waters 
and other benefits related to the ac- 
tivities of boaters. The proposal to the 
legislature is that two per cent of the 
gross taxes paid on motor fuel shall be 
paid into the state conservation fund for 
the financing of such services and aids. 


The logic and the equity of such a 


plan derive from the fact that the motor 


• boat owner now pays taxes on the fuel 


that he consumes, that relatively little of 
that tax is recovered in the refunds to 
which he is technically eligible, and that 
when such taxes are not refunded, the 
highway improvement 
budget is 


financed to an extent that the highway 
fuel tax law did not intend. It is a kind of 
happenstance windfall for the highway 
user. In contrast, the industrial or the 
agricultural users of motor fuel who do 
not expend that fuel on highway travel 
typically request and receive the 
refunds, presumably because the larger 
sums involved make the procedure 
worth their while. 


The ratio of two per cent for the 


benefit of the motor boat owner may be 
arguable and surely it is subject to 
reasonable adjudication. But the ear- 
marking of an agreed upon equivalent 
sum is a nice application of the "user 
tax" principle. The boater will be paying 
for his special interest improvements, 
even as the private automobile owner 
and user and the commercial trucker 
v.ill continue to pay for the im- 
provements about which they are 
directly concerned, which are highway 
facilities. 


Any person even casually aware of 


the enormous recreational enterprise of 
the state can perceive with the naked 
eye the growth of boating as an element 
of that vital activity, and observe also 
that the facilities for recreational 
boating use have fallen far short of the 
rapid gains. The pending bill would 
repeal the right to claim a boat fuel tax 
refund, and during the period during 
which this plan has been discussed there 
have been no important objections. The 
legislature as it reviews the growth of 
outdoors recreation in Wisconsin and 
ponders the public consequences will be 
prudent to examine this painless method 
of financing navigational improvement 
seriously. 


Were We 'Blackmailed' Into Vietnam

United States give full military aid to the 
forces of Premier Diem in South Viet- 
nam once the North Vietnamese began 
to infiltrate—and the South Vietnamese 
refused to agree to an election.

This was emphasized last week during and after a 


blizzard which left four foot drifts on the major high- 
ways, completely clogged our half mile long drive — 
and isolated Dinah with ten horses, four dogs and 
innumerable cats to care for since I was in the 
hospital. 


The hospital trip was only for some tests but when I 


was ready to come home there seemed no way. Our 
Scout wasn't heavy enough to clear the drive. A neigh- 
bor's truck wouldn't start. Everyone else with a heavy 
plow had a mile long list. Dinah was supposed to be 
back at the News-Record at work. Somehow I had to 
get home. 


Father Kallenburg stopped in my hospital room and 


offered to drive me but the county highway depart- 
ment on Tuesday said "stay wherever you are." On 
"Wednesday, my roommate. Mrs. Earl Gerlach of 
Sturgeon Bay. suggested I call Sheriff Bridenhagen. 
Why sure, he told me. a patrol car would be going that 
way.late in the morning. I figured the hike in hip deep 
snow to home in bedroom slippers might be difficult so 
I called Arwed Barnowski down the road. Sure, he'd 
meet us with his snomo. So off I went in a patrol car, 
first with Eldon Jorgenson and then with Sheriff 
Bridenhagen who was heading for his home in 
Ephraim. Arwed was waiting, first took in my suit- 
case and a plant and came back with a cap and mit- 
tens. The snow was very deep — I never would have 
made it on foot 


Sheriff Bridenhagen had interesting things to say 


about his department and Door County. The am- 
bulance service south of Jacksonport is now part of the 
county system since the drivers must have first aid 
training.

In a small community there is a cooperation that is 


Everyone at the hospital seemed to 
know everyone else and everyone was very friendly. 
Once we had the approval of a member of the town 
board, the county plow had us out. The Baileys Harbor 
Postmaster. Tony Paul, had called on the day of the 
blizzard to warn that the mail would be going out at 
11:30 instead of 4:30. Two years ago when there were 
several major blizzards snomo owners in Baileys 
Harbor (there weren't so many then) made it clear 
they would deliver needed supplies to those snowed in. 


Of course Door County won't always remain the 


same. There may be more marijuana or other dope — 
although the trend appears to be going slightly in the 
other direction. More people are moving out into the 
country and this means demands for services for- 
merly — and often now — provided by neighbors 
rather than through tax supported agencies. Already 
there are too many unplanned housing developments, 
too little acceptance of a sound county zoning code, a 
trend toward too many tourists during the summer, 
still too much unconcern about pollution. Some schools 
are not up to city standards — at least in some ways. 


Maybe, if the pipes do burst or the horses get out of 


the pasture into impassable deep snow or the front 
storm door blows off a few more times I may change 
my mind about country living but I don't think so. 


And. for the record. I did not fall off a horse. I fell off 


the hood of a car trying to get on a horse, which ought 
to say something more for the old-fashioned way of 
living.

Democratic state committee 
ratified Gov. Patrick Lueey's 
wish to make his Mend 
Williim Gerrard of LaCrosse 
its chairman, it was with the 
tacit understanding that the 
Democratic delegate conven- 
tion in June will have a free 
hand hi the choice of a leader 
for a regular, fidl-jear term. 


Gerrard was desired by the 


governor and titular leader of 
the party because of bis 
proved skill in fund raising 
and the governor's desire to 
get rid of a substantial cam- 
paign debt — in Democratic 
pra.tice. 


The chances are that Ger- 


rard will want to stay on 
be>o«id the interim period. 
and trat he will make a fair 
case tor himself if he manag- 
es to produce enough money 
to out the party's ledgers in 
the black before spring. 


But Frank Nikolay of Ab- 


botsford. the former legisla- 
tive leader, has been assured 
that there will be a free 
choice a t the convention. 
Equally important. Assembly 
Speaker Robert Huber has not 
withdrawn his remark that 
most of his D e m o c r a t i c 
colleagues warn Xikolay in the 
capUm's seat of the party 
machinery. Those Democratic 
assemblymen have a more 
direct interest in the com- 
mand position at headquarters 
than most — they must run 
for re-election next year and 
they know that in the face of 
the roll call \otes of this term 
on speeding and taxation. 
among others, they may well 
be vulnerable.

teacher, is providing some aid 
to the Lncey administration in 
preparing the governor's tax 
and budget recommendations. 
Weigner has a Republican 
background and was highly 
enough r e g a r d e d by the 
Knowles administration to be 
considered seriously for a 
place on the Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education.

Weigner was the last doc- 


toral student of the late Prof. 
Harold M. Groves, the widely 
known University of Wisconsin 
teacher who influenced Pro-

Gov and Mrs. Lucey have 


not \et decided to what use 
their plush private home in 
Madison's best suburb of Ma- 
ple Bluff will be put during 
the fcur years they will occu- 
py the "state-paid executive 
residence The chances are 
that they will scout at leisure 
for reliable tenants — able to 
pay the substantial rent that 
•will be required. 


Col. John Roach, the recent-

Promising success even for the beginner/ carpet tiles 


usually have self-adhesive foam backs that are simple to 
apply. AH one has to do is plan the pattern/ clean the floor 
and then put down the tiles. Because of their size, they are 
easy to handle and best of all, can be cut with scissors. 
All of this adds to great freedom for anyone with a creative 
knack. 


Although the wall in this bedroom is not something for

Realizing t h a t problems 


existed here but not knowing 
the extent of concern among 
citizens, the committee devel- 
oped a survey that delved 
into various aspects of coa- 
samer problems, which they 
distributed in N o v e m b e r 
through the cooperation of 
local banks, with checking 
account statements. 


Although 2.500 surveys were 


sent out. there was no self- 
addressed envelope included 
making it necessary for those 
that filled oat the forms io 
return them themselves to 
iheir banks. A m a z i n g l y 
enough, over 200 people took 
the time not only to answer 
the questions but to return 
them. 


When the committee met in 


January, the major discussion 
topic was the results of this 
questionnaire. 


It was quickly learned by 


skimming the percentage fig- 
ures that consumers here are 
perplexed. As their counter- 
parts all over this country, 
many find comparing prices 
on like products confusing. 
Eighty-six per cent indicated 
that t h e y often compare 
prices through local advertiz- 
ing and 74 per cent do 
comparison shopping. 


While only 17 per cent 


thought manufacturers" war- 
ranties and guarantees were 
valuable, 37 per cent indicated 
they thought dealers" reputa- 
tions, brand names, service 
and price were important to 
their decisions. 


When faced with having to 


make a complaint, 69 per cent 
indicated they would contact 
someone at the store where 
the purchase was made, six 
per cent said they would go 
directly io the manufacturer j 
and 13 per cent said they ] 


would go to the Chamber of 
Commerce or the Better Bus- 
iness Bureau. (Appleton does- 
n't have such a bureau, al- 
though the Chamber has a 
division which tries to assist 
consumers.) 


Most of the recent com- 


plaints on the local level. 66 
per cent, involved either re- 
pairs or service on appliances 
and automobiles. 


The most important aspects 


of protecting themselves, the 
survey showed, was for local 
consumers to make purchases 
from reputable dealers and to 
be careful shoppers. 


After discussing these re- 


sults, members of the com- 
mittee concluded that Apple- 
ton needs some form of 
Better Business Bureau . . . 
that consumers here really 
don't know what steps to take 
when problems arise which 
aren't solved by the retailers 
themselves. 


Recognizing that a bureau is 


needed, the committee was 


also aware of the cost of such 
an operation. 


The next step, the members 


agreed, was to learn if reput- 
able dealers would-be willing 
to support this kind of opera- 
tion to help keep Appleton 
free from businesses that op- 
erate just within the law or 
are ou and out con opera- 
tions.

Motorcycle 
Park Trail 
To Open 


MADISON — The first off-tfNsro*d 


motorcycle recreation park in this state 
and possibly the first in the nation will 
open this year on a tract ad joining one of 
the scenic public recreational parks 
operated by the state department of 
natural resources near Madison. 


The project is the first tangible result 


of the state-sponsored motorcycle 
recreation program authorized by the 
legislature several years ago at the 
request of organized motorcycte-riding 
groups. 


The program is financed in part 


through a higher registration fee for the 
motorcycles levied by the legislature at 
the time to support the off-the-road 
motorcycle trafls and parks sought- by 
the cyclists. 


The negotiated land acquisition will 


involve the investment of about $109,000 
in state funds. Development work has not 
yet been budgeted. 


The site near Blue Mounds State Park 


west of Madison was the first selection 
offered to the state agency by the 
motorcycle outdoor recreation advisory 
council which was set up with the park 
law. Other project recommendations will 
be offered by the group. 


The state agency intends that the Blue 


Mounds park and others that will be 
established will be operated on a year- 
around basis, for the accommodation of 
motorcycles and trail bikes as well as 
snowmobiles. 


'"The result is the removal of these 


vehicles from places where they are a 
source of aggravation and their 
redistribution in an area specifically 
designed and regulated for their use," 
commented James J. Baxter, the official 
in charge of the development program. 


Federal aid funds wfll be dedicated to 


cover 50 per cent of the cost of the first 
project in Dane County, "and state of- 
ficials are hopeful that the American 
Motorcycle Association will make a 
substantial financial contribution toward 
the cost of ths park development as a: 
demonstration to the nation of the 
usefulness and worth of such facilities. 


Access Planned 
At Schyler Creek 


MADISON — The state department of 


naturalresourceshas been authorized by 
its governing board to seek bids on the 
construction of a public access site on 
Schyler Creek on Lake Michigan which 
officials say will provide access to lake 
fishing and a harbor of refuge for small 
craft along the lake shore. - - - - - - 


The site will be about five miles south 


of the Lake Michigan entrance to the 
Sturgeon Bay ship canal, and about nine 
mfles north of Algoma. 


Estimated cost of the project is 


$271,000, about half of which will be 
financed through the state outdoors 
Recreation Act and about half with 
federal grants in aid, according to the 
state fish management division. 


The harbor use of the facility will serve 


craft along a 19-mile stretch of the 
lakeshore which does not now provide 
sucharefuge, thenaturalresources board, 
was told. Construction is expected to 
start in early spring on the improvement 
that will provide space for 100 parked 
motor vehicles.

Harley, 19, at Oshkosh State University; 
Bruce, 21, a supermarket assistant 
manager at Fond duLac, and Larry, 24, 
engaged to be married and adding in- 
surance business experience to his data 
processing training. 


The house was a family project with 


everybody participating in planning, 
materials selection, costing and con- 
struction progress. 


"I think the boys learned a lot about the 


cost of things and about money 
management that they wouldn't have 
otherwise learned," Mrs. Sommers said 
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of the project "There are still things to 
do. We lived a whole year here before we 
could afford the exterior wrougfit iron 
trim." 


The house is in what Oshkosh calls The 


Anchorage, a planned residential 
development featuring boat channels 
from Lake Winnebago behind the 
building lots. The Sommers family chose 
to take every advantage of their site. 


The house with its white wrought iron 


balconies is reminiscent of the major 
buildings the family saw the Christmas 
they visited the Caribbean. The trip was 
a legacy from Mrs. Sommers' aunt and 
made 1967 a never to be forgotten year.

subtle impact so breathtaking that all 
you can say on homebound postcards is 
"It's positively unbelievable! I love it!" 


London has retained her mysterious, 


legendary, paradoxical past as an apt 
partner to the London of the 70s, and by 
doing this has given herself a "stately 
swing." 


By far the fastest and easiest way for 


any visitor to enter '•the days of old'' is to 
answer, '-The Tower of London," when 
your cab driver asks, ''Where to, Gov.?" 


The Tower contains more than enough 


tales of romance, mystery, terror and 
irony to set your imagination working 
overtime and give you good cause to 
revisit it again and again. 


The '"Beefeater" guards are largely 


responsible for setting the mood; they 
conduct numerous tours throughout each 
day, all the while ''fleshing out"' the 
Tower's past — explaining how the 
Bloody Tower got to be so-called and 
what Queen Elizabeth I said as she was 
led into the gate for imprisonment fay her 
sister, Queen Man*- ('"And, by the way, 
beneath the very steps we are ascending 
were found the bodies of two small 
princes who vsere smothered in their 
beds 
") 


All the highest points of excitement and 


fascination of England's past belong to 
the Tower, and whether you've brushed 
up on jour history or not you will find 
jourself completely enraptured by the 
eeriness of seeing messages car\ed on 
the walls of cells by prisoners on the eve 
before they faced their execution; or the 
chapel where Anne Boleyn spent her last 
night, or the chopping block where she 
and countless others, were beheaded. 


Such figures as Henry VTEI are made 


practically touchable to you as you face 
their personal possessions. 


Also in the Tower are stored the Crown 


jewels, •Rhich to some may be the most 
awesome portion of the grounds. It is 
here that you first realize the striking 
existence of toe royalty: Democracy 
which combines pomp and ceremony 
with parliamentary procedure that is 
England's.

Newton and never realizing it, and it's 
the same with each step you take. 


The Abbey has a grandeur not to be

Coeds Get Horse Sense 


Physical education classes have 


changed through the years from routine 
e^rcises to include many forms of 
games and sports.

Mrs. Nancy Hammock, of Lewiston,

Mo., who is a physical educational 
teacher at the college, is taking ad- 
vantage of the course in English riding 
along with some of her students who are 
learning to ride at the Horseshoe Springs 
Stables on State 151-55 northeast of Fond 
du Lac 


Mrs. Hammock has done some riding 


before. She once owned a horse and rode 
in local shows, but she says, ''I never 
rode English before, I alwajs rode 
Western, which is easier. English is more 
involved." 


Twice a week. Carol Schmifz, owner 


and operator of Horseshoe Springs, takes 


time from her activities in raising, 
buying, selling and showing horses, to 
teach the class from the college. She 
says, '-English riding is more involved 
for me, too. As more people ride Western, 
I have to furnish additional equipment 
and keep some horses I might not have 
otherwise, because they work better for 
this type of riding." 


This is the second year Carol has been 


instructing the students. "Riding is 
something they can keep on doing no 
matter how old they get," she says. 


According to Nancy Hammock, "There 


are quite a few schools now that have this 
course, but this is ideal here, where there 
is a riding school so close. The smaller 
colleges are also in a better position to 
offer the course." 


Most of the girls in the riding class are 


beginners taking the basic course and 
will follow through with an intermediate 
course. 


There are many things to learn before 


the training in riding actually begins. 
Probably one of the most important is to 
overcome any fear of the animal and to 
gain enough confidence to control it 


The first lesson in horsemanship is 


grooming. The student completely 
brushes the horse before each ride, 


cofnbs the mane and tail and cleans 
hoofs. The nest lesson consists of learn- 
ing to ''tack" their mount. This is the 
process of replacing the halter with a 
bridle, putting on the saddle and ad- 
justing the cinch and stirrups. 


Now the student is ready to learn to 


mount and dismount "You can climb on, 
but there is a proper way/' Carol says. 
Exercises are next and this is where the 
difference in nding style is learned. In 
English riding, they learn to post, learn 
diagonals, which has to do with coor- 
dinating with the horse's stride, how to 
canter, holding two reins in each hand in 
contrast to Western style. Western riders 
use only one set of reins, holding them in 
one hand, and neckreining for turning. 
English riders ha\e two reins in each 
hand, held about six inches above the 
horse and eight or ten inches apart, with 
vvhich they manipulate two bits, one for 
turning and one for curbing. 


When the weather is nice, riding is 


done in an outdoor corral, but during the 
winter months instructions are given in 
the indoor arena. The girls all agree they 
would rather ride than participate in any 
other sport although one or two admit 
they are still a little wary of the horses.

or shelter belts. Shrubs for wildlife 
habitat plantings are also available 


through DNR, 


Order blanks may be obtained from 


DNR field stations, or by mail from the 
department at Box 450, Madison 53701. 


Shrubs for wildlife food and cover will 


be provided free to youth groups and 
officially sponsored and supervised 
projects in wildlife and forestry, lessons 
on public hunting and fishing grounds, 
private owners within experimental 
wildlife or watershed management 
areas. Orders are filled from the 
Boscobel nursery through local DNR 
game managers. Applicants must be 
approved by the game manager in the 
area where planting is to be done.

It somehow takes you back 
to medieval times and you vision all of 
the monarchs who have attended ser- 
vices here through the centuries. 


To step out into open-air London, you 


simply can't beat Saint James Park. It is 
a park minus slides and swings and 
teeter-totters, which are not missed amid 
the acres of green English grass which 
meanders to provide a pathway to band 
concerts, waterfalls, riverbanks — the 
preferred resting spot of most English- 
men it would seem — and if you wander 
far enough Buckingham Palace is there 
to greet you. Should you hear the strains 
or "Waltzing Matilda" or any other 
marchable tune, chances are that you 
are just in time for the "changing of the 
guard" (about II aon. daily). The 
Metropolitan Policemen on horseback 
guide columns of straight-backed (and 
straight-faced) young guards past the 
white, rotund Queen Victoria monument 
and through the gates of the palace to 
relieve the guards on duty. Take note 
whether the British standard is flying 
above the palace; if it is it's a sign that 
the queen is in residence that day. Also 
take note that there is an absence of riot 
control forces or security police (you'll 
notice the same at No. 10 Downing St., 
the home of the prime minister). 


As some of the guards leave the 


.premises, follow their red and black-clad 
figures as they march down the Mall to 
their headquarters. The buildings and 
grounds are worth the stop. 


The tree-lined Mall is en route to 


Trafalgar Square so why not take up its 
invitation. Trafalgar Square is wall-to- 
wall pigeons, fountains and people and 
you are amid hustling, bustling London, 
swing your feet and be glad you are your 
bloomin' self—in "merry old England."

Binoculars Don't Make 
You a Good Bird Watcher

A good many-would-be bird watchers 


have purchased a pair of binoculars or 
other type of "bird "glass" and then after 
3. few excursions in the field have put 
them aside and never used them again. 
The reason is that they have not 
mastered the proper use of glasses, or 
they are not really interested in birds. 


Often people who attend their first 


birding field trip and see how exciting it 
can be will say to me: "Oh, I love this and 
I want to be a bird watcher, too. Now, the 
first thing I need is a nair of field glasses, 
isn't it?" 


"No, it isn't," I tell them. "The first 


thing you need is a good bird book. Look 
at the birds in your own yard or your 
immediate neighborhood. Try to identify 
them by using the bird book. What good 
wfll it do you to get a look at a bird 
through glasses if you can't identify it?" 


Some have even told me they couldn't 


see birds without glasses. If seeing birds 
with the naked eye hasn't interested you 
in their identity and habits, glasses won't 
help you to become a good birder. But if 
you're really interested in birds, get as 
good a pair as you can afford. You can 
get a good glass for around $50, and a 
better pair for more.

Memorial to So us a

WASHINGTON (AP) — Inside a small, 


yellowbriek building, within earshot of 
sense of the loudest rock music in town, is 
s. tiny office housing an organization 
dedicated to preserving the music 
America has .marched to for nearly a 
century. 


A small plaque on the outside wall of 


the converted apartment building—now 
in the heart of Washington's club 
district-tells the story: ''Headquarters 
John Philip Sousa Memorial." 


Once through the door into the single- 


room office, a visitor is confronted fay a 
larger-than-life 
photograph 
and 


surrounded by other pictures and 
mementoes of the old bandmaster—dead 
now nearly 40 years. 


Drawers overflow with memories of 


the man asd his music— a baUered old 
hat from one of Sousa's associates, piles 
of music books and photo albums from 
attics of those who knew and worked with 
him in the Marine Band from 1380 to 1832. 
from his own wond-iouring group, and 
from Army arai Navy bands." 


One well-fingered book contains this 


admonition from Sousa: -'You are ex- 
pected to handle it with proper care and 
cleanliness. The value of any music lost 
or taken from this book will be deducted 
from your salary." 


One thing isn't there—the strains of his 


music. The sounds that have filled parks 
in the summer and football stadiums in 
the fall—"Stars and Stripes Forever,"

use a 7 by 35, which means that the bird 
or other object you're looking at is 
magnified seven times and the 35 tells 
you how much light enters the lens. It 
would seem that a 10 by 50 would be 
better than a 7 by 35, but such glasses are 
usually so big and heavy they are hard to 
hold in position for any length of time. 


If field glasses are a new piece of 


equipment to you, go to a dealer you 
know well, or take a Mend who can 
explain the markings on the glass. 
Coated lenses transmit 50 per cent more 
light than uncoated lenses. The field 
marking, 120 feet at 1,000 yards, for in- 
stance, tells you that you can see a width 
of 120 feet when looking at something 
1,000 yards away. 


You should be taught how to bend two 


halves of your glass on its binges, so that 
you see just a single circle or round 
picture. Then learn to adjust the focusing 
wheel in the middle, which is used to 
adjust for various distances. There also 
is an eye focus which should be adjusted 
at its best point for you, and then left in 
that position. The center focusing wheel, 
even when turned, will not change the 
setting of the eye focus. 


If you wear glasses, get binoculars that 


have shallow cups, as the idea is to get 
the eye lenses as close to your eyes as 
possible. It took me a long time to get 
used to using binoculars while wearing 
glasses. 


Take good care of your binoculars. 


While in use the\T should be worn on a 
strap around the neck. If it is raining, 
keep them in the case, and don't put 
water directly on the lenses. Clean them 
by blowing the dust away, and then 
wiping with a clean tissue. Never leave 
them lying in & hot sunny spot in the 
house or in the car.

Like Stalin's purge victims, America's 


wolves are being established as good 
guys — after most of them are dead. 


Just recently the Manitoba Depart- 


ment of Mines and Natural Resources 
designated the wolf as its official symbol 
and the deputy minister, W. Wintton 
Mair, asserted that "Manitoba without 
wolves would be a poorer place." 


In Minnesota, where live nearly all the 


wolves south of the Canadian line, the 
game and fish director was quoted la*£ 
fall as saying he would like to hive the 
wolf made the state animaL And con- 
servationists rejoiced nhen wolf hunting 
was prohibited in most of the Superior 
National Forest, constituting much of 
Minnesota's wolf country. The slate 
moreover has greatly curtailed its 
bounty on wolves, although wolf haters 
are trying to change this. 


Not long ago Ontario's fish and wildlife 


chief remarked: "Treat a bear with 
respect, especially one with cubs, and 
mosi particularly a grizzly. But wolves? 
En]oy them, they're fun!" 


In the forties the biologist Adolph 


Murie, after determining that Alaskan 
wolves upgraded.bands'of mountain 
sheep by culling out weaklings, men- 
tioned their "gentle and highly refined 
social nature" — among themselves. A 
few months ago, Dr.L. David Mech, who 
has been a U. S. biologist, published a 
faook'TneWolf' and.wrote: "The wolf is 
a fellow creature with whom the earth 
must be shared." 


This is in striking contrast with the 


almost universal attitude of Americans 
only a generation or two ago. 


Another government biologist, Stanley 


Paul Young, in 1946 wrote another book 
entitled "The Wolf" and detailed without 
remorse the extermination campaign 
waged unremittingly against wolves 


The wolf... giant of the dog family. 


since the arrival of white men in this 
country. 


Earlier the renowned naturalist 


William T. Hornaday had called the wolf 
"the most unmoral and degenerate 
mammal species on earth." And even 
Teddy Roosevelt, whose reputation as a 
conservationist is secure, referred to the 
wolf as "the beast of waste and 
destruction."

Could it be that they, and the fanners 


and hunters who for 350 years have 
regarded dead wolves as the only good 
wolves, were all mistaken? 


The fact seems to be that the wolf 


leading a natural life in a wilderness 
area, hard put to support itself by 
bringing down aged and surplus game 
animals, is a different proposition than 
the wolf on a ranch, slaughtering 
livestock. 


The wolf's tragedy is that today, when 


most naturalists see him as an asset to 
the ecology, only a few hundred of his 
number are left in the contiguous states, 
and he is still being harried in most of 
Canada, Alaska, Asia and Europe. 


Officials estimate that there are still 


5,000 to 10,000 wolves in Alaska, -where 
$50 bounties were paid on 939 of them in 
the Panhandle area during fiscal 1970. No 
bounties were paid elsewhere in the state 
but wolf hides are valuable. 


Canada, with many more wolves, 


permits hunting in most areas but pays 
bounties only in Quebec and Ontario. 
British Columbia estimates 300 killed 
annually. Alberta reports about 450 failed 
in 1970. Since 1967 in Quebec, 1,981 
complete hides have been turned in for 
$35 bounties. Ontario, with a $25 bounty, 
reports the number killed each year 
'•relatively stable." Wolves are hunted 
also in Manitoba and Labrador. In 1968, 
•wolf hides imported to the United States 
from Canada numbered 4,350. 


Long before Europeans came to 


America, the wolf had a bad name. 
Endangered now, the European wolf, 
somewhat rangier and faster than its 
American cousin, not only killed 
ii% estock but even people in the old days.- 
One theory is those wolves were rabid. 
This ga\ e rise to stones of men changing 
into -werewolves that lusted for human 
blood. Many witchcraft trial victims 
were charged with being werewolves. 


In this country naturalists assert there 


never has been a proven instance of an 
unprovoked attack by wolves on man. 
But as soon as sheep and cattle reached 
Virginia and Massachusetts wolves 
started attacking them and men fought 
back. 


At that time the wolf ranged all over 


North America this side of Mexico City, 
with the exception of a west coast strip. 
Today he occupies less than 1 per cent of 
his original range. 


Usually gray, weighing 60 to 175 


pounds, and measuring up to 7 feet in 


length, the wolf is at least as smart as a 
dog, can kffl a sheep with one bite. Unlike 
human "wolves," be mates for life, helps 
feed and train his cubs, eats rodents as 
well as big game. 


An early wolf hater was doughty 


General Israel Putnam of Revolutionary 
War fame who lost about 70 livestock in 
just one night on his Connecticut farm to 
a famous old she wolf. The hunt he 
organized finally ran the wolf into a cave. 
After others declined the honor, Putnam 
•crawled in and slew it. 


It's no wonder that wolf hunts were 


common then in the east. Yet the wolf 
•persisted in Vermont, for instance, until 
the middle of the last ctnhry. 


About that time, cowboys and sheep 


herders vert moving onto the great 
plains. Wolves that had been preyinf on 
vanished buffalo, antelope and deer 
herds turned to the domestic animals and. 
found the living easier. 


Tbeir behavior changed too. Instead of 


killing only what game they Beaded and 
eating every last morsel, as is normal 
today in the northern wilds, they killed 
for fun and drove some ranchers to 
bankruptcy. 


Individual wolves were famous. Old 


Dakota Tbree Toes operated for IS years 
or more despite traps, poison, guns and 
dogs. The more desperate the hunt, the 
more cunning and deadly he became. At 
one time he was doing $1,000 worth of 
damage a month. 


After the coming of cattle, there was a 


wolf population explosion. County and 
state governments and ranchers fought 
with every known weapon but with 
limited success although wolf bounties 
mounted to 91 million a year. Finally, in 
1914, the federal government was called 
in. 


Experts of the old Biological Survey 


soon spotted the wolves' Achilles heel. 
This was their habit of digging easily 
discovered dens. By destroying cubs in 
the dens, hunters soon laid the wolves 
low. 
• All the wolves left now in the 48 states 
are a couple dozen protected ones on Isle 
•Royal National Park in Lake Superior, a 
handful each in the 'Upper Michigan 
peninsula and in the Glacier and 
Yellowstone National Parks, and the 
ones in Minnesota that'form a southern 
extension of the Canadian wolf 
population. If the wolf haters have their 
way, these too will be wiped out, and the 
tingling cry of the wolf pack will be gone 
forever.

For those who'd listen, he could 
casually mention that actually he had 
scored within four points of "expert." 


Medals, decorations or their symbolic 


equivalents have been with us for an 
time. Men's and women's vanity make 
such objects important.

With men, it's medals 
and decorations designed to be displayed 
on the fronts of their dress tunics or 
battle jackets.

Looking for something new to

Cut an opening at the top of 


the box for inserting the flowers. 
Bend the tips of the heart slight- 
ly so the box stands squarely. 


Now, con about 2" at one end 


of the wire for head. Cut four 
strips of nylon net 5" x 22".

COIL. 
-80* MB CURVE FOXTAIL 


Gather each down the center" 
with needle and thread and tie. 
Then tie all four together into a 
ball around the coil for the head. 


Cut additional strips of nylon' 


net 3" wide. Gather down the 
center onto the wire for about 
6" (neck), adding as many strips 
as needed for plenty of fullness. 
Now push the wire through 
across the bottom of the box 
and curve the back end for the 
tail. Gather 3" strips of net-on 
the tail end of the wire untB you 
have fullness desired. Shape tail 
to a point, 


i.nally, add paper eyelashes, 


mouth and antennae, a small 
bow at the top of her head and

New Problem for Ducks Unlimited 


WISCONSIN RAPIDS (AP) — Ducks 


'Unlimited organizations around the state 
lace a peculiar problem this month as 
they prepare for annual membership 
dinner banquets. 


The problem is that the organization, a 


non-profit group whose aim is to man-' 
age lands in Canada where the major- 
ity of ducks are raised, has appealed 
mainly to sportsmen and— in particular 
— waterfowl hunters and nature lovers. 


Both DU and the federal government 


said las; fall there were sufficient 
numbers of ducks in Canada to warrant 
upping the daily and possession bag 
limits. An easing of restrictions followed, 
hunters bought an extra supply of shells 
and duck stamps sold like hot cakes. 


Then came the disappointment 
The usual opening-day barrage killed 


-fee usual number of ducks and sent the 
usual number of survnors reeling into 
safer confines. Suddenly, the marshes 
were soil... again, as usual 


Hunters then patiently waited for "the 


big northern flight'' They waited and 


•Raited and waited. No ducks carne. 


Before they realized it, hunters had 


exchanged stained canvas duck-hunting 
togs for scarlet deer-hunting garb and, 
before the deer season was over, they 
were walking across frozen flowages. 
Then there was no chance at the ducks at 
all 


If deer hunters on Thanksgiving Day 


would have peeked at the sky a few- 
times, they would have seen huge flocks 
of ducks winging their way southward. 
These were the ducks hunters had hoped 
would be driven out of Canada by an 
early winter storm and down the 
Mississippi Flyway into Wisconsin. 


No one knows for sure, but it appears 


that Wisconsin, Michigan, Minnesota and 
the tier of states south of their borders 
were victims of what those in the know 
call an "overflight." 


DU's Midwest Regional Director Buss 


Ruffing, in a telephone conversation, 
said all reports indicate that both the DU 
aerial survey and figures released by 


federal personnel last fsS were very 
nearly correct. 


"You folks up there in Wisconsin and 


other northern states on the Mississippi 
Flyway were just plain unlucky last 
fall" he said. "The ducks were there. 
They just flew right over and never 
stopped."5 


Ruffing is probably correct. Eight sow, 


there are literally mliiioiss of ducks, 
bobbing on the waters of Arkansas, 
Louisiana andoaier southern siatss. The 
seasons there are over, too. so the ducks 
are safe unto, nssz faH 


Ruffing said that although DU has 


received some complaints from unhappy 
hunters, most of them understand the 
situation and realize there was nothing 
that could be done about it. 


The Gaeks had good weather arc 


aoundant food in Canada and, when a 
storm did drive them soutnward, the 
same storm was centered over the upper 
Mississippi VaUey. Why stop in an area 
tr.at has conditions like those that drove 
mem southward? 


"Another thing, most hunters think the 


ducks rop-scotca their way south, 
stopping at every little puddle along the 
wsv." Ruffing added. "Actually, the 
oucks usually don't stop more than once 
or twice on their way south, as a rule.'" 


A mid-winter survey on the wintering 


grounds is now being conducted by 
federal authorities and tae figures which 
will be released next month are expected 
to show that there really were' more 
ducks las: fan than in previous years. 


The problem now is how to convince 


sportsmen that there were more ducks 
last year, due at least in part to the 
efforts of Ducks Unlimited."

Boat Toilet Issue Still Not Solved 


MADISOX — When a comprehensive 


state law governing the disposal of 
wastes from boats became fully effective 
with the turn of the year, boat owners and 
others may have assumed that the issue 
had been settled. 


The 1S69 addition to the regulations, by 


act of the legislature, extended ,'he 
requirements for boat toilet holding 
tanks and the disposal o! such wastes on 
shore to the outlying waters of the state. 
Inland waters had been covered earlier. 
Outlying waters are defined as Lake 
Superior, Lake Michigan, Green Bay and 
the Fox River from its mouth on Green 
Bay to the De Pere dam. 


But now the state board of natural 


resources is concerned about two 
remaining problems involving pollution 
occasioned by boat traffic: 


1. Commercial vessels plying the Great 


Lakes and entering Wisconsin ports 


which were eliminated from the waste 
control requirements in the 1969 
legislation, by an unexplained decision of 
the legislature. The DNR had asked for 
complete coverage in the extended act 


2. The probability, according to in- 


formation reaching the DNR, that 
proposed federal government boat 
disposal rules now being worked out by 
the U. S. government's environmental 
protection agency maybe less restrictive 
than those already written into law by the 
state. 


Now under consideration is a federal 


rule that would permit chlorinan'on and 
other treatment methods, without the 
need for holding tanks and shore 
disposal 


The state agency heads have noted that 


the federal officials assume that any 
such national government regulation 
would preempt state .controls, although 


the state of Michigan, like Wisconsin, has 
also set its own regulation for Great 
Lakes boats. 


The state officers also note that the 


proposed federal regulation would 
permit states to appeal for modifications 
to square with their own rules. 


The DNR policy board, nevertheless, is 


concerned about a weakening of its own 
standards and has sent a strongly worded 
communication to Washington protesting 
any regulations for Lake Michigan that 
would be less restrictive than chosen by 
the Lake Michigan states which have the 
most direct concern about Lake 
Michigan water quality. 


Meanwhile, the board will ask the new 


state legislature to extend the state law 
on waste disposal from boats in outlying 
waters to cover all wastes, including 
bilge water and similar discharges. 


MADISOX— inree lines, three hooks, 


tnat's the rew rue for ice fishing in 
Wisconsin, the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNRi reminded fishermen. 


The 1971 regulations in effect since 


Jan. 1, specify that no more tnan three 
lines, and no more than one nook per Lne, 
may be used while fishing throngs tne ice 
on inland or Wisconsin-Iowa Doundary 
waters. The regulation does not apply to 
other boundary waters. 


Previously, ice anglers almost of tnese 


waters were permitted to use two hcoks, 
either two on one line or cne on each of 
two lines 


The change was made following 


recoimnendanon by the Conservation 
Congress, to allc^ ice fisherae*. to use 
two Qp-ups or other ngs plus a hand line 
or roc.

The group of five hunters brought back 


230 cottontails and "didn't bother" with 
any of tre jack-rabbits •srhich were just 
as numerous as the cottontails. 


Members of the party ircluded Paul 


DeGroot, Knnberiy; Don DeValk. 
Combined Locks: Jim "Chick" Siebers. 
Kankauna; John Dercks, Combined 
Locks and Roger Harke. also Combined 
Locks. 


Most of the hunting was done is the 


area near Mitchell. S.D. and rabbits were 
in 
abundance 
throughout 
the 


countryside. Practically ail lands are 
posted, primarily fcr the pheasant 
season and farmers are usually quick to 
permit rabbit hunters to go out on the™ 
properry because ih-e rabbits are con- 
sidered pests bj the landowners. The 
cottontails cr-ew off L-ndersrowih. which 
provides co\er for the pheasants and 
consequently farmers are raaoy to see 
seme of ±-e rabbits carvestec. 


• We were turned down only a couple of 


times when we asked for permission to 
hunt." DeGroct reported "and that was 
because the farmers had cattle grazing 
in the shelter belts and did not want then 
disturbed." 


Tre temperature dipped to 14 below 


zero fcr two cf ±e four days that the 
group was out. but they reported the cold 
was not a damp cold such as experienced 
tn Wisconsin. and they still managed 
eight to ten hours of hunting each day. 


The trip to Mitchell covers about 500 


mtles and can be made in abo.it 10 hours, 
providing roads are in good driving 
condition. The hunters reported about 
five to sis inches of snow m the area,

than finding an apartment! At least, 
that's what thousands of young married 
students are discovering on university 
campuses.

by Donald H. Opper, display coordinator 
for Kroehler Mfg.

set out to show what could be done with 
bright ideas. 


Rather than doing the room with cast- 


off pieces from families, friends and 
thrift stores, he selected everything on 
the basis of what role each piece could 
play in a future home. Believing young 
marrieds should establish a furnishings 
base right from the start because it 
makes good economic sense yet 
remembering that'tastes often change, 
Mr. Opper spent the bulk of the available 
collars on simple tasteful furniture •which 
doesn't become as tiresome as that in the 
fad category. 


Using a hypothetical yet common 


problem of the couple who has found a 
room complete with cracked walls and 
scarred floors in an old walk-up buflding, 
he began to turn a 12 feet by 15 feet space 


into comfortable, attractive living 
quarters. 


First he recommended the landlord's 


permission be obtained to applv inex- 
pensive paneling to the walls which could 
be removed and carried away. Secondly, 
he suggested the whole area be unified 
with a room size inexpensive shag rug of 
cotton or fiber blend. -He chose white 
because of the luxurious look it gives 
without adding to the cost 


A small off-center window was covered 


with center panels of white sheers 
flanked by gathered panels hung ceiling 
to floor to simulate draw draperies — 
thus giving the room toe balance it 
needed. 


A large graphic was placed on another 


wall and illuminated by a florescent tube 
covered by a simply-made cornice of 
wall paneling. Ibis served a double 
function of also providing light for dining 
and studying. 


Keys to the furniture choices were 


comfort and good design. The import 
piece, the sleep sofa, was selected in 
simple styling. Covered with glenn plaid 
in cleanable, durable olefin fiber, it came 
complete with a full-sized double mat- 
tress and a reading headrest. 


A simple Parson's table solved the 


entertainment, dine and study all in one 
room puzzle since it could be used by two 
for dining, as a study desk or as a buffet 
table. 


Although two wicker chairs were used 


for a dramatic accent, two colorful 
canvas deck chairs could achieve the 
same dramatic effect. 


Important of course was that 


everything reflected the couple's life 
together and that later on it could be the 
basis for their furniture investments. 


Several Ways to Fasten 


Wood to Masonry Walls

Attaching furring strips and studs to 


masonry walls for the purpose of 
finishing" a basement is regarded as 
something of a problem by those who 
previously have worked only with the 
fastening of wood to wood. 


No doubt about it: The framing of a 


wall in an area with masonry walls and 
floors is, at first more difficult than per- 
forming the same task in, let?s say, an 
attic. But once you have mastered the 
knack of attaching wood to masonry, you 
may find the over-all job somewhat eas-' 
ier than the framing of an attic because 
of the absence of sloping ceilings that 
follow the roof lines. 


There is no one perfect way of at- 


taching furring strips to masonry. Over. 
the years, I have used four different 
methods, sometimes switching from one 
to another when the initially selected 
procedure showed signs of causing 
trouble. 


An example of this was an attempt to 


drive concrete nails through: the strips 
into the masonry, a method that had pre- 
viously been used with success. On this 
particular occasion, the poured concrete 
wall resisted so strongly mat, after 
several nails had been bent, the idea was 
abandoned in favor of expansion shields 
placed into drilled holes. 


Expansion shields cling to the insides 


of the masonry and act as retainers for 
screws and other fasteners. Since or- 
dinary drill bits can be quickly ruined 
when used in masonry, it is necessary to 
use carbide-tipped or other special bits 


intended for just such tasks. 


Whether using concrete nails or ex- 


pansion shields, the number required can 
be reduced drastically by placing one of 
the. strong, modern adhesives on the 
backs-of the furring strips. In fact I have 
seen a completely finished basement in 
which only adhesive was used in the 
attachment of wood to masonry, with no 
indication that it was anything but a solid 
job. 


Still another method calls for the use of 


what generally are called anchor nails. 
It's a somewhat misleading term, since 
"an anchor nail consists of a metal plate 
with holes in it on the outside of which is 
a protruding nail The plate is attached to 
the wall with a special adhesive that is 
applied generously, so that some of it 
comes out through the perforations, thus, 
providing extra gripping power. The 
furring strip is hammered onto -the 
protruding nail, which is then toenailed 
into the wood. 


No matter which method is used, it is 


important that there be no leaks or 
seepage in the basement. Better to spend 
some time in correcting any such 
problems before you finish the basement 
than to be forced to take down the walls 
weeks or months later. 


(Sweating windows and walls, balky 


doors and windows, brick repairing-and 
removal of mildew are among more than

Rose Hips Can Provide Plenty of Vitamin C

Rosa Rugosa, a member of the rose 


family, can provide liberal amounts of 
Vitamin C at a time when people are 
popping pills into their mouths in the 
hope that vitamins will prevent common 
colds. 


The Vitamin C source is the large ruby, 


ved hip—or seed pod —this rose 
produces. They, also may be used for 
soups, marmalade, jam, syrup and rose 
tea. 


Rosa rugosa grows upright It has 


dark, glossy foliage, generally with red, 
pink or white single-petaled flowered 
forms, although in the typical form, say's 
John A. Wott, Purdue University 


holiculturist, the flowers are purple. 


With renewal pruning of the hardy 


plants each year to minimize disease and 
scale, they produce more flowers. If you 
plant them 18 inches apart, the rugosa 
rose becomes a bright living fence. 


Gather the nips when they are ripe- 


dark red, Wott advises. In some gardens 
they may continue to ripen from mid- 
summer to falL 


Split the hips longitudinally and 


remove the inner seed-like structure. 
After removing the hairs and the blossom 
end, the pulp may be eaten raw, stewed 
or used to make jam or jelly. 


Cook the hips immediately to retain the 


greatest quality. You can store them in 
tight containers in a refrigerator for a 
short period. 


GARDEN ANIMALS 
Topiary, an increasingly popular 


gardening pastime, will give you a 
stuffed rabbit in your yard. 


Two ways to grow a topiary figure are: 
1. Fill a wire frame with sphagnum 


moss and then plant rooted cuttings 
directly into the moss. 


2. Start the plants in a planter and train 


them up onto the frame. 


Small-leaf ivy varieties are excellent. 


Pick types with special leaf colors and 
textures for a special effect such as 
Glacier Improved for a green-white 
frosted effect or Fluffv Ruffle for a furrv 
look. 


Steel frames may be purchased at 


wellstocked garden shops or you can 
make your own. Use a sturdy welded 


frame to support poultry wire fashioned 
to form the figure desired. Then poultry 
wire is stuffed with moistened sphagnum 
moss just prior to planting. 


Plant the cuttings so as to uniformly 


cover the form. Keep the moss moist at 
ail times and feed monthly with soluble 
fertilizer to encourage vigorous growth. 


Keep outdoor topiary plants out of 


direct sunlight Indoors they will need 
good light Prune long vines slightly. 
Keep long-growing vines close to the 
frame with ordinary hairpins or other. 
small pins.

ANSWER 
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Indoor Plant Lights Are a Pleasure

It seems almost unbelievable to me 


that it has only been ten years since the 
first plant lamp came on the market 
Sylvania pioneered in the field with Gro- 
Lux, the first fluorescent tube made

expressly for use with plants; this was 
followed closely by Westinghouse's 
P3ant-Gro. Today, these special lamps 
are available in most standard lengths, 
and the three main lamp manufacturers 
also offer a wide range of "white" ones. 
If you have hesitated to indulge in 
fluorescent light gardening because of 
the cost of the plant-growth tubes, try 
using a combination of daylight and 
natural tubes, or daylight ones with 
warm whites. While these may not 
provide the maximum light conditions 
which may be expected from plant lights, 
they are usually much easier to obtain, 
and the light they emit is suitable for 
living areas where illumination is needed 
fay people as well as by plants. 


If your sunlight through east, south and 


west windows is only occasionally weak, 
due to the seasonal changes or to rare 
smog conditions, you may want to use 
fluorescent fixtures simply to sup- 
plement it when necessary. If, however, 
you live where natural light is always 
poor, or if your home lacks suitable 
window exposures for growing plants, 
then use fluorescent lighting exclusively. 
By doing this, you can establish plant- 
growing areas wherever you wish; as 
long-time readers already know, my 
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favorite artificial light garden spot is 
beneath a very large library table. 


I couldn't begin to tell you all about 


how to set up your garden, how high 
above the plants the lights should be, and 
all the other important matters in this 
brief space. Do get a copy of Elaine C. 
Cherry's "Fluorescent Light Gardening" 
(D. Van Nostrand Co., Inc.), which will 
get you started properly (and inex- 
pensively); then join the Indoor Light 
Gardening Society. Membership includes 
a subscription to their fine magazine, in 
which both professionals and amateurs 
share their experiences in this new type 
of gardening. For further information,

If you've never tried growing plants 


under fluorescent lights, you simply 
can't imagine what a real pleasure it is. 
Most failures with house plants result 
from poor light, and by giving plants 
their full light requirements, they will 
amaze you with growth and flowering. 
Do try lights this year! 


Q. Some time ago you described how to 


grow a staghorn type of fern without a 
"raft" Could you repeat the directions 
briefly, please? 


A. Glad to. First soak the raft 


thoroughly, then use wire cutters to free 
the fiber stuffing. The base of the fern 
invariably will be wrapped 
with 


sphagnum moss; pull the moss-wrapped 
root-ball from the surrounding osmun- 
dine. Using a ceramic pot. complete with 
drainage hole and dripsaucer, wedge the 
root-ball into it using small redwood bark 
chips; stuff these in very tightly. Dunk 
the pot in water deep enough to cover it 
completely; replace any chips that float 
loose. Let the pot remain in the water 
until the bark is soaked, then drain, place 
in its saucer, and set in a warm place 
away from direct sunlight Resoak as 
needed to keep the bark moderately 
damp. 


Q. I recently bought a large and very 


lovely plant from the florist It is growing 
beautifully, but every time I water it, it 
has an awful odor for an hour or more. 
What could cause this? 


A. Sometimes pesticides give off an 


unpleasant odor when they are rewetted. 
In time, it will become less noticeable. 


Q. One of my plants needs watering 


almost every day, yet my neighbor who 
has an identical plant only waters hers 
about once a week. Could ray house be 
that much drier than hers? 


A. Possibly. Also possible is that your 


plant needs a larger pot, and new soil 
rich in organic matter that will hold 
moisture.

spending leisure hours in the observation 
of nature's wonders. 


Our two acres are now well planted, 


with trees and shrubs chosen not only for 
their visual delights during all seasons, 
but for their qualities in providing food 
and cover for wild creatures as well 


The lady of our bouse has become 


fascinated with bird and animal tracks 
and with the help of one of the inex- 
pensive nature guide-books has taught 
herself more about the tell-tale signals of 
the wildlings than perhaps any of the 
other members of her family, reared in a 
more crowded human environment, ever 
learned. 


We have known from observation in 


earlier years that our little retreat ap- 
peals to wanderlusting raccoons, 
opossum driven by hunger, occasionally 
a vagrant pheasant, and cottontail 
rabbits. It is curious how we modify our 
garden season hostility for the rabbit, his 
deep-dyed timidity suppressed by hunger 
at 10 degrees below, as he quietly stalks 
the bird-feeder in the glare of the patio 
lights in late evening. Perhaps he has 
observed the fatsquirrels feasting during 
the daytime with absolute impunity. 


We know that the big woodchuck is 


oblivious to midwinter storms in the 
complete torpor of his long slumber 
under the toolshed 200 feet below. He will 
never know that while his metabolism 
declined to nearly zero his human part- 
ners on this little freehold endured the 
most severe winter in a couple of 
decades. 


There are otlaer visitors, not all of them 


fussy about the time of day for their raids 
and reconnaisance. There are neighbor's 
dogs, defying the municipal ordinance 
because our flower beds do not bloom in 
January, we must presume. And there 
are cats. 


Cats. We count them with the wildlife, 


with all respect to those who have more 
fondness for them than we can muster. 
Perhaps they do no harm in cold 
weather. But we remember the

Squeaky Floor Can be 
Repaired -With Help

Silencing a complaining floor is not the 


easiest do-it-yourself project in the 
world. But is not beyond the capabilities 
of the average home owner, who seems to 
regard me existence of the squeaks as a 
necessary nuisance. 


Once the decision has been made to 


tackle the job, pick out an assistant He, 
or she—the wife?—need not be skilled, 
but merely possess the ability to stand 
and to walk. She—okay, the wife—will 
have to do only those two things. 


If the squeaks are coming from the 


first floor and there is an exposed 
basement ceiling, go downstairs and get 
yourself a stepladder or chair, a piece of 
chalk and a flashlight 


While your helper walks across the 


floor following your directions, listen 
carefully and make chalk marks on the 
underside of the floor wherever squeaks 
are heard. Have her repeat the per- 
formance as often as necessary. This 
time, using a flashlight, see what is 
causing the squeaks. 


When the subfloor or underfloor moves 


up and down slightly over a joist, the 
most frequent cause of noise, the remedy 
is a wedge driven between the floor and 
the joist 


When the noise is coming from the 


flooring between the joists, it is likely 
that the top or finish floor is loose and 
must be brought back to the underfloor. 
This is done by having your assistant 
stand on the offending l»ard while you 
drive a screw upward through the sub- 
floor into the finish floor. Use a screw one 
and one-quarter inches in length.

A less likely but possible source of 


squeaks is loose bridging, those strips of 
wood used as supports between joists. If 
you find one of them not secured, ham- 
mer a couple of nails into it until there is 
no movement Or you can buy metal 
bridging strips made especially for that 
parpose. 


If the squeaks are coming from an 


upper floor, they cannot be attacked 
from the underside and must be handled 
from the top. After locating a noisy spot, 
again by the walking method, drive two 
nails into the floor there. They should be 
about two inches apart and driven at an 
angle so that their ends meet or almost 
meet inside the wood. 


When possible, place the nails so that 


they go through the two layers of flooring 
into a joist 


Use pilot holes for the nails if the floor 


is made of oak or some other hardwood. 
These are drilled holes smaller in diame- 
ter than the nails being used, which 
should be long and of the so-called 
finishing type. Countersink the~ nails 
slightly below the surface so that they 
can be covered with wood puny or plastic 
wood.

Cooper Union's Museum Treasures Shown 


NEW YORK (AP) — A sample 


selection of decorative objects from the 
thousands of items in what used to be the 
Cooper Union's museum is being shown 
at the New York Cultural Center, as a 
token of what may be seen when the 
museum is revived again in a new 
location. 


The Cooper Union was founded in 1859 


by Peter Cooper, industrialist and

philanthropist, and in 1897 his grand- 
daughters, Sarah and Eleanor Hewitt, 
established the Union's museum. 


For many years Cooper Union has been 


a major, tuition-free teaching institution 
in the visual arts and design. In 1963 its 
administrators decided that for financial 
reasons it no longer could support the 
museum, long noted for its drawings, 
prints, textiles, wallpaper, jewelry, fur- 
nishings and illustrations. 


To the rescue came the Smithsonian 


Institution, which in 1967 took over the 
responsibility of preserving the museum 
•and gave fr the new name of "The 
Cooper-Herat Museum of Decorative 
Arts and design." 


The next step in the rescue came when 


the Carnegie Corporation made available 
to the Cooper-Hewitt the landmark 
Carnegie Mansion, lately used by 
Columbia University^ School of Social 
Work. The school will move this year to 
quarters closer to the campus. 


The 64-room Georgian style Carnegie 


Mansion on Fifth Avenue at 90th Street 
was completed in 1901 at a cost of $1.5 
million. But before the Cooper-Hewitt 
can occupy it there will be extensive 
restoration and renovation for the in- 
terior, to be completed in the fall of 1972. 


The current exhibit at the Cultural 


Center, running through Feb. 10, con- 
tains about 100 items.

director, Donald Karshan, on the theme 
of "Definitions."

LANGSTON, Okla. (AP) — Glenn Fincher is a quiet- 


spoken, 20-year-old music student who once had 
firecrackers set off in the lock of his dorm room door 
because he is the only boy of his color in the building. 


Sometimes, late at night, "I may wake up and think, 


"good grief!' What am I doing here?" 


Jacquelyn Maner is a warmly attractive, 26-year-old 


divorcee in pretty green shoes and dress with her hair 
piled in immaculate ringlets on top of her head. She

maintains a near perfect four-point grade average in the 
business courses through which she hopes to develop a 
career that will support her two children. 


And Langston University President Dr. William E. Sims 


locks for a moment at the ceiling when he talks about 
them, and couches his words carefully. 


•'I would say," he said, "that I am very conscious that I 


have a group of students different from the predominance 
of students on campus." 


Fincher and Jackie are members of Langston 


University's white minority. 


"I feel they need some special attention," said Sims, 


"and I try to give it to them. 


"I am as concerned for their welfare as for the welfare 


of the black students. I feel they are part of the total 
student body and yet they are a little different It does 
have to be recognized." 


Enrollment at the state college is 1,109 and all but a 


handful of students are black. The school was founded as a 
black institution before statehood and was not integrated 
by whites uotil the early 1950s. 


About 60 whites now attend. 
But Langston, with its black majority and white 


minority, has probably the fewest racial problems of any 
campus in the state. 


"If we have any," said Sims, "they have been of minor 


nature that have not come to my attention." 


The whites appear to agree. 
Even though they withdrew Fincber's scholarship this 


year because there were persons who needed it more, he 
has no plans to leave. 


"I just fell in love with Langston itself," he said. 
"It's just a downright good school," said Jackie. 
About half of the white students drive in for night 


classes and few of the whites participate actively in 
campus activities. Fincher and Jackie are different They 
feel at home. 


Jackie came to Langston originally because she lived at 


nearby Coyle and she could commute. 


"I didn't dislike blacks, I was just indifferent," she said. 


I just didn't know what to expect. 


"Since Fve been up here. I've met some of the finest 


people I've met in my life. Socially, I don't do too much 
because I don't have time I'm an officer in the business 
club. 


"There has never been a student or anyone who 


questioned my being hera 


"I just for some reason have the feeling that Negroes 


accept white people more readily than white people ac- 
cept Negroes — unless they (whites) feel they are just a 
notch better than they are. 


"I don't feel like white people give Negroes the respect 


they deserve. 


Totally Accepted' 


"If white people treated Negroes as well as thev've 


treated me, there wouldn't be any problem at all I feel 
totally accepted." 


Fincher from Tulsa, didn't really realize what he was 


getting into when be was offered a music scholarship to 
Langston. 


"I was all signed up to go to Oklahoma State Univer- 


sity," he said. 


"After they told me I had a chance for a $3,000 


scholarship, I called my mother and said, 'I may get a 
scholarship to Langston.' 


"She started laughing and said, 'Don't you know? It's 


mostly black.' 


"Then I started talking to some of my classmates. They 


said, 'You're not going to that nigger school?' 


"I said it might be better than going with a bunch of 


prejudiced honkies. 


"I said 111 try it for a semester. I've been here ever 


since." 


Fincher is a member of the school's pep squad and ran

"I say, just come up here and find out I feel like I have 


learned things here I could not have learned in a text- 
book." 


"One, he called me a Negro lover," said Fincher. "That 


ended that The others, they just never call. 


"Some of the girls I know would like to come out here, 


but their parents say not yet" 


And things haven't been all peaceful on campus. 
"My freshman year, I had some firecrackers blown up 


in my lock. And once on campus this guy said, 'I'm going 
to cut you up good.' I laughed at him." 


A walk across campus with Fincher and Jackie brings 


scattered friendly greetings, but nothing else to set them 
apart But, under questioning, some of the black students 
loafing between classes outside the student union say 
they'd just as soon the whites weren't there. 


"This is an all-black college," grumbled one. "They 


wanted to put us out here all by ourselves. But if they want 
to come here, they can come here. 


"We don't treat them like they treat us." 
But the motherly lady behind the counter at the stu- 


dent union relishes a chat with Jackie. 


"They're nice," she said, "and I try to be nice. I like to 


talk and they like to talk. Everybody's very happy, I 
think."

And so this is the last day of January- It has been 


quite a month, too. with a real supply of genuine 
winter weather, starting with the very first day of 
the year. What with temperature dips and more 
snow, it has kept its pace pretty well, too. 


January, you know, was named after Janus, the

Just in case you are interested (and even if you

Hemp, the fibrous herb from which marijuana 


and hashish are derived, was an important crop 
during a comparatively short period of Wisconsin's 
history. It was not, however, raised by or for the 
"pot" smokers. The state's drug problem was in- 
significant half a century ago when Matt Rens — 
known to the spinning trade as "The Hemp King of 
America" — built his first mill on State 49, north of 
Waupun. near his home at Alto. 


American hemp has never been considered a 


major crop. Mainly, it is imported from India, 
Malaysia and the Philippines. But during the two 
World Wars, when foreign supplies were cut off, 
domestic production was greatly increased, with 
Wisconsin supplying about three-fourths of the 
hemp raised in this country. 


It was during this period that Rens built his mill, 


and later bought another at Markesan. With his son, 


Wisconsin's 6Hemp King9: 


His Rise and Decline 


Willard, and son-in-law, John De Boer, he produced 
in his plants more hemp than did any other 
manufacturer in the United States. 


A Crop Reporting Service bulletin published in 


1929. noted that "the production of hemp in 
Wisconsin was greatly stimulated during the war. 


But since then the industry has declined greatly, 
reaching a very low point during the current 
depression. Only four counties reported hemp 
acreages according to the last census, and this area 
is centered in the four contiguous counties of 
Dodge. Fond du Lac, Green Lake and Columbia."' 


During the five-year period between 1938 and 


1943, the hemp crop averaged approximately 7.9 
million pounds, according to E. C. Parminter, 
director of information for the Department of 
Agriculture. 


"However, in 1944, at the urgent request of the 


government, Wisconsin hemp production was in- 
creased to approximately 19 million pounds. The 
government put up 42 of these plants in this par- 
ticular area of the Midwest, mostly in Wisconsin 
and Illinois, where the soil was especially adapt- 
able." 


"One year we had 3,600 acres raised for our 


plants," recalled John De Boer. "American hemp 
was a soft fiber, ideal for shoe thread, marlin 
thread, fishing nets and rope for fishing fleets. In 
the later years when we raised it, the DuPont 
people used quite a bit for cellulose sponges. The 
absorbency of the fiber was real good. Of course, 
this all went by the wayside when synthetic fibers 
came into use." 


The Rens firm had a contractual agreement with 


the government on a 50-50 basis on the proceeds 
after the crop was sold, De Boer said. "One year, I 
remember, the average net return after all ex- 
penses was S108 per acre, which was considere'd 
pretty good."

According to the Department of Agriculture, 


prices varied greatly between the Depression and 
the war years. Willard Rens remembers seeing a 
limited amount of the fiber for about 31 cents a 
pound, but generally records are somewhat vague 
and conflicting. 


Raising hemp required a special procedure. It 


was sown in the spring; then, during the summer, 
the grower simply had to wait until it was ready for 
harvest. Farmers liked this because it enabled 
them to do other work in this period. 


The "real work began," according to Willard 


Rens. when the hemp was ready for harvest in 
early September. 


"Special machines cut the hemp and laid it in 


rows at right angles to the cut. This was to expose 
one side of the swath to the weather, and you hoped 
for the right amount of rain. This is called the 
'retting' process. The fiber itself, which is on the 
outer part of the stalk, would loosen from the stalk. 
When it reached the proper stage, a machine would 
actually pick it up and turn it over, just like an old- 
fashioned toaster." 


Once the hemp had retted properly, a machine 


would pick it and tie it into bundles. These were 
then placed in shocks, ready for hauling. 


"We liked to have it from seven to nine feet tall," 


said Rens. "Some went taller, 10 or 11 feet. Eleven 
was quite unusual. But the longer, the better." 


Since hauling was a tedious process, no more 


than 10 acres was, as a general rule, planted to 
hemp by each farmer. 


Absolute dryness was a necessity at the mill. For 


this reason the hemp was run through a conveyor 
about 150 feet long, in which the strands were dried 
by fans which blew the air through steam-heated 
coils at temperatures of between 140 and 160 
degrees. Sometimes, if the hemp had been hauled 
during the winter, there would still be ice inside the 


bundles when they emerged from the conveyor. In 
this event the hemp had to be carried back for 
redrying. 


Once all moisture had been removed from the 


straw, it was fed into the breaker system, where the 
stalk, but not the fibers, was broken by meshing 
rollers. Pieces of the inner stalk, called "hurds," 
were then carried through an overhead hopper 
system from the mill to the boiler room, where they 
were used as fuel.

De Boer said. "In the two Rens plants we employed 
about one hundred during the harvest season in the 
fall and through the milling process which ended in 
the spring, when it was time to plant another crop. 
During the summer, a skeleton crew was main- 
tained/' 


Following the end of World War II, production 


dropped to about 6.7 million pounds, and the 
government shut down its plants. The market 
continued to decline, and was never significant 
thereafter. Although the Rens mill continued to 
operate, it dwindled to a one-man operation. 


Willard Rens, son of the original owner, operated 


the plant until 1957, when synthetic fibers took over 
the market. Rens had been connected with the 
industry for 20 years. 


At the present no hemp is being cultivated legally 


in the United States. A small amount still grows 
wild, causing some problems, but it is being 
eliminated with chemicals. In the past, when hemp 
was a legal crop, each grower had to have a 
marijuana stamp and be registered with the 
Federal government. 


"Even with 3,600 acres," De Boer said, "we never 


had any problem whatever, like we have today. 
Now we would have to put a guard around every 
field." 


The last hemp mill to operate in the United States 


has been sold for use as a warehouse, and the 
machinery scrapped. The former Rens plant at 
Markesan is still in operation, but in another in- 
dustry. The Brandon plant, now isolated by trees 
and underbrush, is a ruin. Only the smokestack, 
cracked and crumbling, still stands. 


"It was quite an industry at one time," De Boer 


said. "It brought a lot of income to the farmers. But 
then, we live in a world of change, don't we? What 
one lime is a product in demand can soon be an 
obsolete commodity."

THE PSYCHIC WORLD OF PETER HURKOS. 


By Nornia Lee Browning. Doubleday. $6.95. 


Self-described as a • 'professional 
skeptic," 


Norma Lee Browning established her reputation as 
a young reporter by exposing medical quacks and 
psychic frauds for a Chicago newspaper. 


Yet here she is, a grown-up and highly respect- 


ed representative of her craft, unashamedly 
chronicling the astonishing exploits of the 


Netherlands-born psychic, Peter Kurkcs, perhaps 
the best-known exponent of psychometry in the 
Western World today. 


Hurkos, who is said to have received his "gift" 


after falling from the roof of a four-story building in 
The Hague in 1941, has employed his intuitive 
powers in many famous police investigations — 
among them, the co-ed murders at Ann Arbor. 
Mich.; the disappearance of the Thai "silk king," 
Jim Thompson; the theft of the Stone of Scone from 
Westminster Abbey, and, of course, the Boston 
Strangler case. 


In most of these investigations, his deductions 


(based on touching some article associated with the 
case, and perhaps visiting the presumed site of the 
crime) have been startling, to say the least, and his 
very presence has created controversy and, on 


A Man in Love with Life 


THE POEMS OF DOCTOR ZHIVAGO. By Boris 


Pasternak. Translated from the Russian by Eugene 
M. Kayden. Hallmark Editions. $2.50. 


This is a short book made up of the poems that 


Boris Pasternak, the author, attributed to his title 
character in the novel "Doctor Zhivago." In the 
larger novel the poems are used to illustrate 
Zhivago's view of the world. They are moving 
thoughts from the heart of a man in love with life. 


When "Doctor Zhivago" was translated into 


English and appeared in Western bookstores in 
1957, it marked the end of 25 years of literary exile 
for Boris Pasternak. Although most of the Zhivago 
poems have been published in Russian journals and 
one at a time earlier, Russia's outstanding poet of 
the century was forced to devote himself to tran- 
slating foreign poets rather than creating original 
works under the Stalinist regime. 


Two short excerpts from different poems in this 


book are quoted here in an effort to show the 
feeling, imagination and far-ranging view of the 
poet: 
Summer in the City 


They whisper in silence. 
With an impetuous air 
She sweeps up from her neck 
Her tumbling hair. 


Like a helmeted woman, 
She peers out from behind 
The encircling strands 
That fall from her comb. 


Winter Night 


The snow was falling, falling slow 
From land to land. 
A candle flamed upon a table; 
A candle flamed. 


As midges of the summer swarm 
Against a flame. 


Outside the snowflakes swarmed against 
The windowpane. 
Despite privations and lack of acclaim forced on 


the poet by the Russian government, Boris 
Pasternak's international reputation was an ac- 
cepted fact, and by 1958 he was awarded the Nobel 
prize for literature. But like several other Russian 
authors and poets (one more only last year), 
Pasternak was unable to claim the money awarded 
as a Nobel Prizer. He died May 30, 1960, in the 
Soviet Union.

Suddenly her cousin Grace, an English novelist, gets a 


message that Willa needs help, so she hurries to 
Stockholm and finds Wflla is missing. There are very few 
clues to her disappearance, but it appears that she has 
quit her job to marry a Swede known as Gustav. 


Grace conducts a search among those acquainted with 


her cousin. They include Willa's embassy boss and bis 
wife; a physician; a count and countess; and at the 
apartment house where Wflla lived, the landlady and two 
neighbors—a university professor and a ship captain. 


The professor takes an interest in Grace and tries to 


help her solve the mystery; so there we have the 
necessary element for the romantic-suspense type of 
novel. 


There are several incidents in the story that seem a 


little implausible, and even the solution of the mystery is 
not too convincing. But if the reader suspends his inherent 
disbelief the novel is entertaining enough. It may not 
become as popular as the author's previous one, "The 
Vines of Yarrabee."

and psychics), tells how she came to be convinced 
that the Hurkos phenomena were genuine. 


In subsequent chapters she brings the reader up 


to date on this enigmatic personality's career — as 
detective, diagnostician and counsellor to the stars 
— and concludes with an attempt to explain how 
Hurkos" otherwise inexplicable feats might have 
been made possible by his injury and subsequent 
operation. 


Trail of Emotion 


Is there, she asks, an "odic force" — i. e., a trail 


of emotion — left behind by a criminal, to which 
Hurkos may be sensitive? Is time, for him, "out of 
sync," so that he coexists simultaneously in the 
past, the present and the future? Did he, as one 
acquaintance suggests, die in his fall, only to have 
his body inhabited by another spirit? 


All of this is mere conjecture, of course, but it 


makes for entertaining reading. As told in Miss 
Browning's breathless, mile-a-minute prose, 
Hurkos' story is a curious cross between fan-mag 
chatter and serious scientific research (there is, 
alas, neither a bibliography nor an index), and one 
comes away from it persuaded up to a point — but 
only up to a point. 


C. V. Wood Jr., cofounder of the Mind Science 


Foundation, says in his foreword that Hurkos is 
"much more accurate than would be possible under 
the laws of probability." And Peter himself says of 
his gift: "You cannot explain it—you feel it." 


Much the same might be said of "The Psychic 


World of Peter Hurkos." It is lively and readable, 
full of fascinating bits and pieces. It is also a trifle 
disorganized, and lacking in formal documentation. 


There is, however, a fascination to the book that 


cannot be explained so much as felt. And this is 
perhaps the measure of Miss Browning's 
achievement — and Peter Hurkos' as well. 
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Racist Sentiments Traced Through History 


By Chris Church 


THE GREAT FEAR. Edited by Gary B. Nash and 


Richard Weiss. Holt Rinehart Winston. $5.95. 


"The Great Fear" is a study of evolving white 


attitudes toward minority groups in America from 
colonial times to the present. In nine essays, 
various historians delve into prevailing racist 
sentiments to reveal the basic insecurities of a new 
nation, underlying fears of economic and cultural 
failure, doubts within that created the scapegoat 
without. 


Though the book details well the conditions of 


minority groups throughout American history, it 
more significantly analyzes the psychology of race 
hatred. Repeatedly, one sees the apprehensions of 
white society creating the climate for racist 
thought. By transferring or projecting one's own 
shortcomings onto another group, white America 
gained confidence that this new nation could work, 
that those in command were indeed a superior 
people. 


The characterization of the black man, for 


example, was everything the Puritan could not 
afford to be: lazy, irresponsible, sexual, child-like, 
ignorant, savage. The myth perpetuated itself 
because it bolstered the insecure ego of the power 
structure through every critical period. 


During the era of industrialization, another trend 


arose when new minority groups threatened the 
economic well-being of white workers. At once, the 


Chinese, Japanese, and Mexican 
immigrants 


became the targets of hatred, and to them were 
ascribed the qualities of second-class peoples. 
Almost without exception, minorities were ex- 
cluded from growing labor unions. 


Only recently have the various media of 


literature, theater, radio and television consciously 
tried to destroy 
the white's 
self-satisfying 


stereotype of minority groups. Up until the late 
1950's the black man was still presented as the 
buffooning, bug-eyed, happy-go-lucky child, while 
other minority peoples were rarely pictured at all. 


Peter Loewenberg's final chapter, 
"The 


Psychology of Racism," is the focus of the entire 
book, a summation of the processes by which men 
delude themselves. How fearful it is that such sad 
and pathetic excuses have prevented this country 
from achieving its avowed aim of equality! 


THE BAY OF NOON. By Shirley Hazzard. Atlantic- 
Little, Brown. $5.95. 


The scene of this novel is Naples, its narrator is a young 


English woman named Jenny, its theme one of fractured 
love. 


Jenny has left England because she realized her 


affection for her brother could lead to incest. She takes a 
job with an English mission to a base in Naples. Gradually 
she gets to know Gioconda, a fading Italian beauty, and 
Gioconda's lover Gianni, a film director from Rome. She 
also gets acquainted with a member of the mission, a Scot 
named Justin, who is shy of making any romantic attach- 
ments. 


It is the interplay of these personalities that forms the 


core of this tale, with the Gioconda-Gianni affair gradual- 
ly unfolding. 


The author writes in a style reflecting many nuances of 


feeling; she evokes the essential spirit of the Neapolitan 
scene; she transmits the psychological subtleties of her 
characters. Her treatment of the theme of love is a far cry 
from the usual sentimental slush. 


Probably this novel will have more appeal to women 


readers than to men, but the latter may admire the 
"author's deft literary skill. It is a book to be savored for its 
true sophistication.

Force Times. Robert B. Luce, Inc. $6.95 


The editors have assembled in this book a variety of 


first person and eyewitness accounts of memorable in- 
cidents in aviation history. These are highlights and 
personal adventures, not a continuous record. 


An early flight in which Orville Wright was injured and 


his pupil was fatally hurt is detailed by a journalist who 
saw the crash. An American fighter pilot in World War I 
tells graphically what it was like to engage in combat 
John A. Macready narrates his 1921 feat of setting an 
altitude record of 40,800 feet A newspaper account depicts 
the arrival of Charles A. Lindbergh in Paris, 1927. 


An excerpt from two fliers' book about a 1928 flight 


across the Pacific in a trimotor plane gives a vivid picture 
of a storm that nearly downed the aircraft Explorer 
Lincoln Ellsworth recounts his experience of flying to the 
North Pole with Roald Amundsen. Several chapters are 
devoted to gripping tales of World War n action, and 
another describes helicopter techniques in Vietnam. 


The editors could have given a little better polish to the 


way in which they present some of the material, but 
aviation fans probably won't mind.

• Abortion today has become a medi- 
cally simple procedure. For example- 
Modern Medicine conducted a poll of 
more than 27.700 physicians in 1967, and 
87 percent of them favored liberalization 
of abortion. Obviously, a physician has 
the best interests of his patient at heart 
and would not favor performing an 
abortion if great risk were involved. My 
proposed legislation simply says that a 
woman—as a matter of personal right 
—is entitled to an abortion if she so 
chooses as long as the abortion is per- 
formed by a licensed physician. Govern- 
ment has no right to compel a woman 
to bear an unwanted child any more than 
it has a right to compel that same woman 
to have an abortion. It should be the 
woman's decision.

The Department of State 
therefore recognizes that some United 
States citizens may also be nationals of 
two or more countries at birth; for ex- 
ample, a child bom in the United States 
of alien parents would become a United 
States citizen because of his birth in this 
country, and may also acquire United 
States citizenship through' his parents 
and a foreign nationality by birth in his 
native country. Dual nationality could 
sometimes be acquired by a United 
States citizen after birth by operation of 
foreign law.

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How to Get Out of Debt 
By FAYE HENLE 


IVIore individuate and fami- 
lies are in debt today than at 
any other time in our nation's 
history. Their problem is not 
only a financial one, however. 
To be in debt more often than 
not creates tensions that af- 
fect our physical and emo- 
tional well-being. 


While it is comparatively easy to get 


behind a fiscal eight ball, it takes reso- 
lution and know-how to get out of 
debt. Moreover, it takes tact and skill 
to do so gracefully, with the ability to 
maintain one's dignity, self-confidence, 
and even sense of humor- 


Here are some suggestions, based on 


interviews with experts in the field of 
financial counseling, on ways to get 
back on the road to solvency. 


• First, make a chart listing all your 


debts. Include the name of the creditor, 
the amount duer the cost (if any) of in- 
terest on this debt, and the length of 
time it has been owed. 


• Match your 
monthly income 


against your monthly fixed expenses. 
Write down other items for which you 
normally spend money during any 
30-day period. Pro-rate taxes, medi- 
cal expenses, school fees, and vacation 
expenditures over a 12-month period to 
get the monthly figures. 


• Now you must act as your own 


cost-cutting counselor. After consult- 
ing with your family, decide which 
nonfixed expenditures you can do 
without. It may be possible to give up 
a vacation away from home, eating out, 
or paying for Johnny's guitar lessons, 
for example. Write on a separate sheet 
of paper the total amount of these 
savings. Remember, it is easier to elim- 
inate entire items from your spending 
pattern than it is to shave pennies. 


• Next, review your fixed expendi- 


tures. Since cutting them out is impos- 
sible, you'll have to figure on cutting 
them down. For example, can you dis- 
cipline yourself, or your family, to 
spend five or 10 dollars less per week 
for food? 


Can you get by during the next 


few months without a major addition 
to your wardrobe? It takes discipline 
and planning, but I'll wager many of 
us can live for days by eating what al- 
ready is on the pantry shelf or in the 
deep freeze. 


Add what you realistically decide to 


save by cutting fixed expenditures to 
what you have resolved to save by 
eliminating some of your usual dis- 
cretionary spending. By now, you should 
begin to see where some of the dollars 
will come from to help bail you out. 


Now, having cut expenses, try to in- 


crease income. Here are some possible 
approaches to take: 


• Try to sell items you no longer 


need or use. Comb your home, attic to 
basement, for things that may bring 
cash at secondhand stores. 


• Do you own a rentable asset, 


such as a vacation home or a boat? 
This could be "found" money for the 
duration of your crisis. 


• If you have a second car, can you 


do without it? Selling it would mean 
cash, plus lowered expenses. 


• If you have not yet dipped into 


your savings, consider first a passbook 
loan. Then consider borrowing against 
the cash value of your life insurance. 
Either method provides low-cost mon- 
ey without undue pressure to repay. 
Forget about trying to borrow against 
your mortgage. If it is low-cost, youll 
just go deeper in debt by having the 
mortgage refinanced. Only during pe- 


riods of extremely low interest rates 
does it pay to borrow on it. 


• Can you moonlight at a second 


job? How many after-tax dollars would 
this provide? 


Now you are ready to review that 


list of debts you have compiled and to 
divide it into two categories. Weed out 
creditors whom you must contact im- 
mediately. This includes your mortgage 
lender, utility companies, insurance 
company, doctors, dentists, the Inter- 
nal Revenue or state tax department, 
and schools. The second category in- 
cludes creditors who are charging high 
interest rates or carrying charges on 
your debt. They might include instal- 
ment credit companies and department 
stores. (Most of the latter today charge 
interest at the rate of 1 »,4% of the un- 
paid balance if a charge customer does 
not pay within thirty days. This adds 
up to 18% a year.) 


Your strategy is to appease the cred- 


itor who charges no interest; and to 
rid yourself as quickly as possible of 
high-cost debts. If you are behind in 
meeting mortgage payments, insurance 
premiums, utility, medical and school 
bills, write these creditors immediate- 
ly. Explain honestly what has caused 
your delay in paying. 


Now review those high-cost debts. 


Are there any that you can repay im- 
mediately? If so, do it. Add up the to- 
tal amount of this debt. Figure what it 
is costing you to carry li. Would you be 
better off if you were able to get a 


personal loan—one that should not 
cost more than 12 percent true inter- 
est—and repay the higher-cost debts? 


If your income is at a standstill; if 


you have no assets to put to work as 
collateral for a loan; if your credit 
union or banker won't lend you money; 
then you may have to consider declar- 
ing personal bankruptcy. Before you do 
this, however, seek professional help. 
Credit unions and labor unions often 
make financial advice available to their 
members. Usually, it costs nothing. Ex- 
cellent money counseling is offered 
by Family Service agencies. If you do 
not know of such a service in your 
town, check with your Community 
Chest or United Fund agency. Or your 
town may have one of the many credit- 
counseling agencies that have been set 
up by the nonprofit National Founda- 
tion for Consumer Credit. 
wThen you speak to a debt counsel- 
or, do not withhold any information. 
These professionals want to help peo- 
ple in debt, not criticize wrong deci- 
sions that were made in the past. If a 
legitimate counselor can find no other 
solution, he may suggest that you file 
under the "Wage Earners* Plan"—and 
he will know whether'such a plan ex- 
ists in your state. Under the plan, a 


Federal District Court 
appoints a 


trustee for you. Once you pay the court 
fee, which usually is less than the fees 
for declaring bankruptcy, you are un- 
der the court's protection. You assign 
your income to the trustee, who will 
budget for you the amount you can 
spend for day-by-day living. He then 
sets up a plan to repay your creditors 
without interest, and he will notify them 
of this plan. *-

As the new Congressional 


session begins to move into 
high gear, the nation's polit- 
ical observers are focusing 
much of their attention on 
key newcomers to the U.S. 

This is not only be- 
cause these men may hold a 
balance of power in the ma- 
jor policy struggles to come 
but also because they are fas- 
cinating personalities who 
may well loom large in Amer- 
ica's political future. 


To find out what the new Senators—

FAMILY WEEKLY correspondents inter- 
viewed seven of the freshman Senators 
from politicalh strategic states. 
Lloyd Bentsen,Jr., D., Texas 


When Lloyd Bentsen, Sr., a rugged in- 


dividualist who forged a citrus and 
ranching empire in the plush Rio 
Grande Valley of Texas, heard that his 
son wanted to run for the U.S. Senate, 
he asked one question: "Why? It wilt 
cut your life short. You have all the 
security you will ever need." 


"Dad, I would never he happy if I 


didn't run," was the reply. It was the 
only reply needed—or possible. The 
Bentsens share a fierce competitiveness 
which prohibits them from settling for 
second-besL 


Lloyd, Jr., now 49, has been a fierce 


competitor since boyhood. "Anytime 
any of us went hunting with Dad," 
Lloyd. Jr. said, "we would rather shoot 
a bird from out in front of him—just as 
he would rather shoot a bird out from 
in front of us." 


From this background he developed 


a strong independence that carries 
over into his political philosophy. A 
conservative, he is strong on law and 
order, and blames permissiveness for 
many of the DIs of society. Despite his 
family's great wealth, he. like his broth- 
ers, struck out on his own. 1 told 
Dad to let us cut our own spurs." 


And cut them he did. He graduated 


from the University of Texas Law 
School at 21, was an Air Force com- 
mander at 23. flew 53 combat missions 
in Europe, and was elected to the U.S. 
House of Representatives at 27. He 
served three terms before retiring to 
build a successful insurance-financial 
business. 


Once Bentsen was committed to the 


Senate race, bis close-knit family— 
which includes his wife, two sons, and a

daughter, his parents, two brothers, a 
sister, and 11 nieces and nephews— 
jumped on the bandwagon.

Bentsen's attractive wife, the former 


Beryl Ann Longino of Lufkin. Texas, 
shares his zest for competition and was 
a tireless campaigner in the Senate race. 
They first met when Bentsen was at the 
Unhersity of Texas but did not date 
until be met her again in New York 
City, where she was a fashion model. 
It took them only six dates to decide to 
marry. "B.A.," as she is known, is cur- 
rently house-hunting in Alexandria. Va., 
and looking forward to the hectic 
Washington life. 
William Brock, R., Tenn. 


When Congressman Bfll Brock won 


52 percent of the votes cast in the Ten- 
nessee Senatorial election, he stepped 
into the same seat held 40 years ago by 
his grandfather. But there's one big dif- 
ference. His grandfather rode to victory 
as a Democrat, while Brock defeated 
Democratic Sen. Albert Gore, tempo- 
rarily ending Gore's 32-year career in 
Congress. 


Independently wealthy, thanks to the 


family-owned Brock Candy Company 
in Chattanooga, William Brock began 
his political career in 1962 as the first 
Republican in 42 years to hold the third 
District seat in Tennessee. He was re- 
elected three times. 


Born in Chattanooga, the oldest son 


of William E. and Myra Brock, he mar- 
ried "Muffet" Handley in 1957. The 
couple has three sons—Bill, Oscar, and 
John—and a daughter, Laura. The fam- 
ily attends Lookout Mountain Presby- 
terian Church, where the Senator once 


served as a Sunday School teacher. 


Brock went to McCallie School, a 


private academy in Chattanooga. In 
1953 he was graduated from Washing- 
ton and Lee University and did his 
military service as a Navy officer in the 
Far East. 


The new Senator gave this message 


to the people of the state the night his 
victory was announced: "You have 
hired another fighter . . . and we are 
going to fight for this America of ours 
. . . for its principles and its heritage." 


Brock acknowledges that the next six 


years will be "the hardest working 
years" of his life. "But I'm going to 
work as hard as I can." 
Lowton Chiles, D., Flo. 


Lawton Chiles, a 40-year-old Lake- 


land attorney, won his Senate seat with 
a 1.003-mile walk through Florida. For 
92 days he pounded Florida roads from 
the western tip of the Panhandle to 
Miami on the southeast end of the state. 
And he based his campaign on the 
gamble that the people were not onh 
willing to listen, but also wanted to be 
heard by their elected officials. 


"We are winning. The walk has be- 


come a part of me," he said half-way 
through the state. "People are starved 
to talk to an elected official. While \ou 
can reach a million people at a time on 
television, you can listen to only one 
person at a time. That's what I'm do- 
ing; I'm listening." 


It was the second time Chiles has 


won an elected office against big money 
and bigger odds. In 1958, when he was 
first elected to the Florida Legislature,

he was just three years out of the Uni- 
versity of Florida Law School. He suc- 
cessfully ran against an incumbent who 
had held the office for 10 years and was 
considered a shoo-in. Chiles and his 
wife Rhea. knocked on more than 14,- 
000 doors in his home county during 
that person-to-person campaign. 


Chiles doesn't want to be categorized 


as to how he'll vote in the Senate. "I'm 
a progressive conservative," he said. 
"That means I'm not going to vote Ves* 
on even-thing, but at the same time, 
I'm not going to stick my head in the 
sand." One of his campaign promises 
was that he'll visit each of Florida's 13 
Congressional districts for at least one 


an Illinois Secretary of State. And his 
great-grandfather was a two-term U.S. 
Vice President under Grover Cleveland. 


A Korean war Marine veteran and 


Harvard Law School graduate, 40-year- 
old Adlai III has enjoyed a remarkable 
six-year political career. He was elected 
to the Illinois House of Representatives 
in 1964. Then he was State Treasurer 
prior to winning the Senate seat left 
vacant by the death of Everett Dirksen. 


But success has not diluted his appeal 


as a man of modesty and intellect; soft- 
spoken but forceful; and a home-loving 
man whose one reservation about poli- 
tics is that it "divides the family." 


As a U.S. Senator, Stevenson will

He hopes to get back to the farm long 
enough this spring to plant some more 
pine trees, adding to the 1,500 he put 
in last year. And he will also enjoy re- 
turning from time to time to his family 
home on Chicago's Northside. 


The children—Adlai IV, 14; Lucy, 


12; Katherine, 10; and Warwick, nine— 
and their friends fill the house with 
laughter through the day. Late at night, 
Adlai works or reads in the serenity of 
his second-floor library. In this room, he 
relaxes in the black leather chair his 
father used when he was in Franklin 
Roosevelt's cabinet in Washington 25 
years ago. 


Robert A. Toft, R., Ohio 


His grandfather was President, his 


father wanted to be one, but Robert 
Taft, Ohio's freshman U.S. Senator, has 
no higher ambitions. "I don't envy any 
man that job," he said. 


At 53, the three-term Congressman 


from Cincinnati is where he wants to 
be. For him, the U.S. Senate is the top 
job, and he has been after it since 1964 
when he lost a campaign to get there. 


Taft said he felt no need to follow his 


father into the Senate. But when he did 
decide to run for office, he found it a 
political asset to have a famous father. 
Like the latter, who had a reputation 
for independence, the new Senator Taft 
is also independent, even of his father's 
memory. 


"You make your own decisions," he 


said. "You can't model yourself on 
someone else, or on ideas that were 
dominant 30 years ago." 


While many think of the elder Taft 


as the Barr}.' Goldwater of his era, the 
younger Taft feels his father's reputa- 
tion as a conservative is largely a myth. 
"He was more 'Mr. Individualist,'" he 
said. '"He believed in individualism very 
strongly and felt this was a key philos- 
ophy in our society." 


Taft has four children by his first 


wife, Blanca Noel, who died two years 
ago. Robert Taft, II, 29, works for the 
Illinois Bureau of Budgets. Jonathan D. 
Taft, 16, is in high school in Massa- 
chusetts. One daughter, Sara T. Jones, 
27, is married to a lawyer and living in 
New York City, and the other daugh- 
ter, Deborah, 24, is studying film-mak- 
ing in Paris. Taft married the former 
Catherine Perry in 1969. Two of her 
children live with them in Cincinnati, 
where the family homestead—an eight- 
bedroom Colonial—sits atop one of the 
city's picturesque hills. In Washington,

Mieke and their two boys, Mark, six, 
and Edward, nine, spent the summer 
with him. But he was gone most of the 
time. Mieke—whom he met at law 
school in Holland—also was often away, 
campaigning in towns John couldn't 
fit into his schedule. 


On election night as the family 


watched returns, Mark fell asleep. But 
Edward was awake. With victory ap- 
parent, he scowled at the tv and 
snarled, "I hope all Republicans lose " 


After the election, the family spent 


three days at a resort, then John and 
Mieke vacationed together before re- 
turning to the Washington, D.C., home 
they have lived in since John was elected 
to the House in 1964. 


A week later, he had to fly back to 


California. ''Why do you have to go?" 
his younger son asked. **I thought you 
won."' Tunney gave the answer at a 
breakfast in Riverside.

"Some people said that when I got elected 


to the Senate I'd move to Beverly Hills or 
Malibu and get my surfboard and never be 
heard from again. I want you to realize that 
I consider the only place—besides my parents' 
farm in Connecticut—that I've had roots is 
Riverside. I intend to maintain them." 


Tunney first put those roots down in 1960 


after resigning from a New York law firm to 
join the Air Force as a Judge Advocate. 


"I tried to get away from being just the son 


of Gene Tunney, former world heavyweight 
boxing champ," he says. A law-school friend 
—now Sen. Edward Kennedy—helped per- 
suade Tunney to run for Congress. He won 
and was twice re-elected. Tunney's identity 
problem with his father also apparently was 
resolved, for he invited the former champion 
to help campaign. Tunney's campaign slogan 
was: "You need a fighter in your corner." 


"Life in the Senate won't mean a lot of 


changes," Tunney says. Hell stfll put in long 
hours and try to make up for that on week- 
ends, playing touch football with his boys, 
taking walks, and going to the beach. The 
family's social life also wOl continue to em- 
phasize "very informal" dinners of close 
friends and relatives. Menus often are spa- 
ghetti or Mexican food, John's favorites; or 
Indonesian dishes, Mieke's specialty. 


"No one can know what the future holds," 


Tunney acknowledges, "but I'm not spending 
a lot of time worrying or wondering about it."

The Weickers of Round Hill Road in fash- 


ionable Greenwich are not about to be up- 
rooted just because the man of the house is 
the new Senator. 


For the family comes first with Lowell P. 


Weicker, Jr., one of five new Senate Republi- 
cans. And it was unanimous in a kitchen cau- 
cus that Greenwich will continue to be their 
home. 


Besides, the police team in the Greenwich 


Little League would never stand for it if Scot, 
12, and Gray, 10, moved to Washington. Gray 
is a strong-armed pitcher on the "little" team, 
and Scot operates behind the plate on the 
"big" team. Moreover, there was no way the 
Weickers could part with—or take along—- 
their horses, three dogs, half a dozen cats, 
and a dozen Rhode Island hens. No way at all. 


Senator Weicker, who served one term as 


U.S. Representative from Connecticut's Fair- 
field County, took a calculated risk in enter- 
ing a three-way race for the Senate. He won 
by a plurality of about 87,000 votes. 


Weicker, comfortably wealthy although not 


in the rarefied economic bracket of some of 
his neighbors, is an attorney. He met his wife 
Marie Louise Godfrey while he was at Yale, 
and she was at Connecticut College for Wom- 
en. They were married in 1953. Her nick- 
name was "Bunny"—something her girl 
friends thought appropriate because she was 
so full of pep. Weicker says she is still hooked 
on sports.

around. She even helps clean out the stables 
on the Weicker property. And she does most 
of the cooking and other household chores 
around the rambling ranch house. That is 
where Weicker, all six-foot, six inches of him, 
likes to relax; and that will continue to be his 
retreat from Washington. The Westchester 
County Airport is just down the road, so he 
can, too, be a commuter like a lot of other 
Connecticut dads and husbands. <&

Push Starts to Protect Workers Under Private Pension Plans 


By JOE HALL 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A bi- 


partisan 
drive 
has 
been 


launched in Congress to come to 
grips finally with the problem of 
guaranteeing fee rights of mil- 
lions of workers covered by pri- 
vate pension plans. 


These plans have proliferated 


in the last 25 years but Congress 
has learned that millions of em- 
ployes who think they have cov- 
erage never draw any benefits. 


Sometimes this happens be- 


cause of fraud. But in most 
cases the worker, particularly if 
he changes jobs, finds that he 
does not meet the strict rules 
governing the pension pay- 
ments. 


George P. Shultz, first secre- 


tary of labor in the Nixon Cabi- 


net, estimated that one-third of 
the workers now covered will 
never receive a pension. 


Former President Lyndon B. 


Johnson recommended legisla- 
tion seeking to deal with the 
problem and President Nixon 
submitted a bill to the last Con- 
gress. Many members of Con- 
gress have advanced their own 
measures. 


Complex Solution 


But solutions are highly com- 


plex 
and

charged with responsibility in 
the field never have felt tfcey 
had adequate information to 
draft effective remedial legisla- 
tion. 


Last March, however, the 


Senate Labor subcommittee ob- 
tained special funds to make a 


detailed 
study. Experts 
in 


charge expect soon to have the 
most complete and accurate 
picture of the private pension 
field ever drawn. 


As a result. Sen. Harrison A. 


Williams Jr., D-N.J., the sub- 
committee chainr.an and now 
head of the full Labor Commit- 
tee as well, said he is hopeful a 
bill can clear Congress in the 
next two years. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New 


York, senior Republican on the 
committee, already has intro- 
duced a bill on the subject, al- 
though he said he does not re- 
gard it as the last word. 


"For years interest has been 


building in this problem," he 
commented. "I have every rea- 
son to believe that this year—or 


at least this Congress—will fi- 
nally see comprehensive action 
in this field." 


As evidence of the lack of 


accurate knowledge, estimates 
on the dimensions of the prob- 
lem vary widely. 


For example, estimates of as- 


sets of private pension plans run 
from $100 billion to $240 billion. 
Estimates as to the number of 
workers covered range from 28 
million to 40 million; the latter 
would be about half of the work 
force. 


There are no firm figures, ei- 


ther, on the numbers of em- 
ployes who have participated in 
plans without getting any bene- 
fits. 


The Senate subcommittee sent 


34-page questionnaires last year 


to companies with the 100 larg- 
est plans, and to 1.500 other con- 
cerns selected at random. An 
estimated 36.000 pension plans 
are in existence. 


Experts see three major prob- 


lems: 


—Vesting of rights so that in- 


dividual workers will retain at 
least some benefits even if they 
do not work to full retirement 
age or meet other conditions. 


—Portability of rights so that 


an employe can move between 
companies and still retain his 
eligibility for payments. 


Guard Against Fraud 


—Establishing fiduciary re- 


sponsibility for operators of 
plans to guard against fraud 
and try to assure that pledges 
to the employes will be carried 


out. 


Javits's bill covers all these 


points and more, and the legis- 
lation expected to be submitted 
by Williams also will do so. 


The Nixon administration's 


bill dealt only with fiduciary re- 
sponsibility, but there have been 
indications that a broader meas- 
ure may be sent up this year. 


The administration' has sug- 


gested that the program be ad-

Revenue Service but Javits says 
that a special agency, a U.S.

OSHKOSH — Eight arson- 


burglaries have been committed 
on me city's north side since 
early October. One man appar- 
ently is responsible for all eight. 


This is the claim of Fire
